Cleanliness Also Joins In Proving: 
Worthwhile Factor In Dairy 
Cattle Raising: 
Business 


BULLETIN ISSUED BY 
GOVERNMENT TODAY 


‘ Care of Dairy Calf” Is Subject 
Of Information Now Available 
For Farmers 


Cleanliness and proper feeding 
are absolutely essential in the 
successful raising of the dairy 
calf, says J. B. Shepherd, asso­ 
ciate dairy husbandm an of the 
United States D epartm ent of Ag­ 
riculture, in Leaflet No. 20-L, 
-Care of the Dairy Calf,” just is­ 
sued by the departm ent. Many 
small disturbances of the calf’s 
stom ach and digestive system 
which hinder growth and devel­ 
opment are caused by unclean 
pens, bedding, feed pails and 
feed. Proper care exercised in 
keeping the pens clean and well 
supplied with dry bedding, in 
washing and scalding the pails 
after each feeding, and in re­ 
moving discarded feed from the 
feed boxes each day will aid m a­ 
terially in giving the calf a good 
start. 
During the first two weeks the 
calf should have whole milk, 
preferably from its m other. Six 
to nine pounds of milk daily for 
the first week, divided equally in­ 
to three feedings, is sufficient for 
the 
average-size 
calf. 
This 
am ount may be increased by 3 
pounds a day during the second 
week if the calf is doing well. 
A few calves are 
raised on 
whole milk, but it is usually too 
valuable to feed. Calves do near­ 
ly as well on skim milk, „ and 
most calves are raised on this 
feed. If fresh skim milk is not 
available, 
dried or 
powdered 
skim milk may be fed instead, or 
the calf may be raised on so-cal­ 
led calf-m eal gruels. Although 
calf-m eal gruels are not quite so 
satisfactory as skim milk, fairly 
good results will be obtained by 
proper feeding. 
A good meal devised 
by the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry and 
known as the Beltsville 
Calf 
Meal consist of fifty parts, by 
weight, of finely ground corn, 15 
parts linseed meal, 15 parts finely 
ground rolled oats, 10 parts dry 
skim milk, and one half part 
salt. 
To prepare it. for feeding, mix 
to a smooth consistency with an 
equal weight of cold water. Then 
add 8 pounds of warm or boiling 
water for each pound of dry calf 
meal used. Stir thoroughly until 
well mixed and alllow to stand 
for several hours. W arm to 100 
degrees F. before feeding. Mix 
only enough at one time for one 
or two feedings. 
The best results from feeding 
calf-m eal gruel are obtained by 
substituting it very gradually for 
whole milk after the calf 
is 4f 
weeks old, taking at least 4 weeks 
to complete the change from 
milk to gruel. 
Other factors essential to suc­ 
cess in raising the dairy calf 
during the first 6 m onths of life 
are discussed in this leaflet, a 
copy of which may be procured 
by writing to the United States 
D epartm ent 
of 
Agriculture, 
W ashington, D. C.

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ANNUAL PATCHING OF OUR LAWNS 
B eautilul shade trees and lawns are two of 
the things tha t m ak e Rushviile stand out prom ­ 
inently as the “City Beautiful,” and now is the 
tim e w hen m uch attention should be devoted to 
the upk eep of those lawns. 
It is surprising how a lawn tha t y ou left last 
fall as level as a table has developed depressions 
over winter. 
Even the best lawns will do it and 
where there was a smooth shining bedspread of 
snow early in the w inter the melting in spring 
shows tha t there are puddles here and there. 
The settlem ent of the soil after the heaving 
of w inter thaw ing and freezing is to blame for 
some of it. 
Then, too, it is impossible to produce 
an ex actly uniform density and tex ture of soil 
and for a few \e ars after the lawn is made these 
small depressions will occur and will have to be 
remedied. 
Some of these may be remedied by 
the use of lawn roller but do not use the roller 
w hen the soil is so wet and m uddy and easily 
y ielding. 
This is lik ely to increase the difficulty . 
The best m ethod is iu wheel a barrow of new 
soil to the lawn and fill in the depressions, adding 
fertilizer and seeding, and then apply the roller 
to bring it to a level with its surroundings. 
This 
spring patching needs annual care until the sod 
is thoroughly established. 
All we need to rem em ber is tha t grass is a 
plant and that it needs the same attention as any 
other plant to do its best. 
It m ust have fertility , 
moisture and cutting. 
The best fertilizer for 
grass is one tha t will m aintain a porous surface 
and give the required food. 
There is 
110 one 
standard, staple fertilizer for grass. 
The fertil­ 
izer required depends upon the k ind of soil and 
the k ind of grass.

funds, available for investm ent. This surplus 
annually reaches the am azing ligure of $10,000,- 
000,000.

T hat the magazine w riter believes, ex plains 
a large part of the stock m ark et’s actions.

line near Henderson. 


The child disappeared Irom 


the home of its grandparents. 
Mr. and Mrs. Ben Turner, who 
live a mile south of Henderson, 
about six o'clock Saturday even- 
ing. When diligent search on the 
part of Mr. and Mrs. Turner fail- 
ed to find the child, Sheriff L. M. 
Coons was called about 7:30 o'- 
clock the same evening. 
, 


Searching parties were organ- ] Ma*' Iake 


ized and scoured roads and fields | 
for the missing child all through | 
the night. Considerable excite- 
ment prevailed and a grpup of 
more than 100 persons instituted 
search. The weather was bitter- 
ly cold for such a small baby to 
be out and fear was expressed 
that if it were not found within 
a few hours it would suffer from 
exposure. 


Search was suspended about 3 


o'clock. 
Sunday 
morning to 


await for daylight. About four o'- 
clock, Herbert Dearinger, on his 
way to the Turner home, found 
the child on the Big Four right- 
of-way more than a mile from 
the Turner home by the most 
direct route and more than two 
miles by road. 


The child was without coat or 


hat and was crying while hold- 
ing its little hands close to its 
body for warmth. The child was 
taken to the Turner home where 
it was cared for. It did not seem 
to be suffering unduly from ex- 
posure. Its little feet and hands, 
while not entirely warm, were 
far from frozen as were its un- 
protected ears. 


It was then that the theory 


was advanced that the child had 
not been wandering in the cold 
all during the night but had been 
kidnapped and after being cared 
for during most of the night 
was left on the track either to be 
killed by a passing train or to 
die from exposure. 


The fortunate passing of Mr. 


Dearinger probably saved the 
child's life. The theory that it 
was a case of kidnapping was 
further advanced in view of the 
fact that the child to reach the 
point where it was found would 
have had to travel two miles and 
cross two bridges, one of these a 
railroad trestle with open ties. It 
was doubtful if a child of such 
immature years could have tra- 
versed 
the trestle unassisted 


without falling through one of 
the open spaces. At least five 
trains passed over this road dur- 
ing the night. 


A deep affection existed be- 


tween the child and a dog own- 
ed by the Turners. It was at first 
thought that the child had fol- 
lowed the dog away but the ani- 
mal was located after some little 
search at the home of Mrs. Lau- 
rie Powell, a neighbor. No trace 
of the child was found until its 
crying attracted the attention of 
the man who found it. 


No motive could be advanced 


as to why anyone should desire 
to kidnap the youngster. It had 
been living with its grandparents 
who were both at home when 
the child disappeared.

"Care of Dairy Calf" Is Subject 
Of Information Now Available 


For Farmers 


Cleanliness and proper feeding 


are absolutely essential in the 
successful raising of the dairy 
calf, says J. B. Shepherd, asso- 
ciate dairy husbandman of the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, in Leaflet No. 20-L 
••Care of the Dairy Calf," just is- 
sued by the department. Many 
small disturbances of the calf's 
stomach and digestive system 
which hinder growth and devel- 
opment are caused by unclean 
'pens, bedding, feed pails arid 
feed. Proper care exercised in 
keeping the pens clean and wel 
supplied with dry bedding, in 
washing and scalding the pails 
after each feeding, and in «• 
moving discarded feed from thi 
feed boxes each day will aid ma 
terially in giving the calf a good 
start. 
During the first two weeks the 


calf should have whole milk, 
preferably from its mother. Six 
to nine pounds of milk daily for 
the first week, divided equally in- 
to three feedings, is sufficient for 
the 
average-size 
calf.

Although 
calf-meal gruels are not quite so 
satisfactory as skim milk, fairly 
good results will be obtained by 
proper feeding. 


A good meal devised by 


Bureau of Dairy Industry 
known as the Beltsville 
Meal consist of fifty parts, by 
weight, of finely ground corn, 15 
parts linseed meal, 15 parts finely 
ground rolled oats, 10 parts dry 
skim milk, and one half part 
salt. 
To prepare it. for feeding, mix 


to a smooth consistency with an 
equal weight of cold water. Then 
add 8 pounds of warm or boiling 
water for each pound of dry calf 
meal used. Stir thoroughly until 
well mixed and alllow to stand 
for several hours. Warm to 100 
degrees F. before feeding. Mix 
only enough at one time for one 


" or two feedings. 
The best results from feeding 


calf-meal gruel are obtained by 
substituting it very gradually for 
whole milk after the calf is 
<( 


weeks old, taking at least 4 weeks 
to complete the change from 
milk to gruel.

ANNUAL PATCHING'OF OUR LAWNS 
Beautilul shade trees and lawns are two of 


the things that make Rushville stand out prom- 
inently as the "City Beautiful," and now is the 
time when much attention should be devoted to 
the upkeep of those lawns. 


It is surprising how a lawn that you left last 


fall as level as a table has developed depressions 
over winter. Even the best lawns will do it and 
where there was a smooth shining bedspread of 
snow early in the winter the melting in spring 
shows that there are puddles here and there. 


The settlement of the soil after the heaving 


of winter thawing and freezing is to blame for 
some of it. Then, too, it is impossible to produce 
an exactly uniform density and texture of soil 
and for a f c\v years after the lawn is made these 
small depressions will occur and will have to be 
remedied. Some of these may be remedied by 
the use of lawn roller but do not use the roller 
when the soil is so wet and muddy and easily 
yielding. This is likely to increase the difficulty. 


The best method is to wheel a barrow of new 


soil to the lawn and fill in the depressions, adding 
fertilizer and seeding, and then apply the roller 
to bring it to a level with its surroundings. This 
spring patching needs annual care until the sod 
is thoroughly established. 


All we need to remember is that grass is a 


plant and that it needs the same attention as any 
other plant 10 do its best. It must have fertility, 
moisture and cutting. The best fertilizer for 
grass is one thai will maintain a porous surface 
and give the required food. There is no one 
standard, staple fertilizer for grass. The fertil- 
izer required depends upon the kind of soil and 
the kind of grass.

es have apparently acted to maintain farm wag- 
es at about the .same level as last spring. 


The gcnciai level of farm wage.:, on April 1st is 


reported i;t U>6 per cent of pre-war, or five points 
above January 1S28, and the same as on April 1 
last year. Tne rise since January is largely 


seasonal and reflects the demand for farm labor 
at the beginning of the crop season. 


The demand for farm.hands is about the 


same as at this time last year, but the supply of 
farm labor has increased approximately 4 per 
cent 
The level of farm wages is also consider- 


able higher than the level of farm prices re- 
ceived by producers which on March 15 was 137 
per cent of pre-war. 


All geographic divisions reported increases 


in monthly wages over January except in the 
South Atlantic States when there is a large in- 
crease in the supply of farm labor. 


SUPPLY AND DEMAND AT WORK 


Many people have been trying to figure out 


lately just why there should be such a tremend- 
ous activity in the stock market. Business con- 
ditions have not been overly good; yet prices of 
stock have gone skyward, and all records for sales 
have been broken over and over again.

The flyers realized that they 


must have made several circles 
in their flight at that point: 
Because they remained in the 
air approximately 
four 
hours 


after first sighting land and yet 
as they can see now, it was only 
about 40 or 50 miles from 
the 


eastern coastline of Newfound- 
land to the spot where 
they 


came down on Greenly Island. 


Finally at about 5:30 P. M.. 


Friday, their fuel supply was 
reduced to virtually nothing and 
they realized they must land at 
once, and found to their conster- 
nation that they again were ov- 
er water. 
Nearby they sighted an island 


an ice-bound lake on it. They 
came down as cautiously 
r,s 


possible in the face of the gale, 
made sharp and skiddy 
land- 


ing on the ice. The ice cracked 
and the planes tail skid was 
damaged. But the Bremen came 
„,. a full stop and the 
three 


v.-eary men stepped out on the 
ice without a scratch 
or 
a 


b) uise. 
They were in a strange and 


barren land. As far 
as 
they 


could see in any direction were 
frozen stretches of land and the 
ice-blocked straits which con- 
nect the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence 


with the open Atlantic. 
They 


saw no trees, no buildings, no 
habitation, no life of any kind. 


They had conquered the At- 


lantic but they had no 
idea 


where they were or in what di- 
rection they should strike out 
to reach some sort of civiliza- 
tion. 
It was not long, however, be- 


fore they found the Greenly Is- 
land lighthouse and Jacques Le 
Tempier who tends it. They were 
warmed and fed, and since that 
time have been 
comfortably 


quartered. 
They inspected their plane and 


found the damages more serious, 
than at first believed. They also 
were confronted with a lack of 
fuel. Le Tempier had a supply, of 
gasoline, but it was not suitable. 


Around the barren settlement, 


they found materials however, 
and started to make repairs on 
the 
under-carriage 
trusting 


that eventually a fuel supply 
would be brought to them. 


Sunday, the first attempt 
to 


reach Greenly Island from the 
outside world succeeded. It re- 
mained for Dr. Louis 
Cuisinier 


and Duke Schiller, both of them 
experienced pilots, to fly a Fair- 
child monoplane into the face 
of a bitter gale and make 
a 


landing. 
. 
Cuisiiiier and Schiller carried 


supplies and equipment for re- 
pairs /with them and were ' re- 
ceived joyfully. The flight was 
considered nothing short of mir- 
aculous. 
Cuisinier and 
Schiller left 


Murray Bay, which is about 90 
miles from Quebec, at 10:50 A. 
M. Saturday and stopped over 
night here, at 
Seven Islands 


Early Sunday, although the gale 
became /more intense, they took 
off for Greenly Island. 


Meanwhile, the Canadian gov- 


ernment's ice cutter Montcalm 
was fighting the ice jams out in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence, at- 
tempting desperately to force its 
way to Greenly Island.
